The association approved the com- 
mittees report and the rules were 
endorsed by the commission and will 
now be published as official instruc- 
tions.

In view of the fact that the major- 


ity of the accidents were avoidable 
if is the plan of the commission to 


" make it a campaign of education, 
-that the number of causalities may 
be minimized through the us_e of care 
' and caution. To this end it is pro- 
posed to issue a poster, thirty-three 
J>y fifty inches in size, which will 
read as follows: ^Seventeen hun- 
dred and fifty men were injured and 
forty were killed by accidents in 
the logging camps of Wisconsin dur- 
ing the past eighteen months. The 


" majority of these could have been 
avoided if the following rules had 
been obeyed." This heading will be 
followed by the rules to be observed. 
Accompanying the poster will be 


a bulletin with a picture of. a man 
killed by a falling limb of a tree and 
a story of the actual accident. Oth- 
er bulletins will also be issued, 
•showing photographs of men at 
work and in danger of life and limb 
through failing to observe the rules. 
In addition to issuing these posters 
it is planned to have representatives 
of the commission, as far as it is 
possible, visit various" camps and 
give talks to the men on the subject 
of safety, where that can not be 
done, others who are familiar with 
conditions will give such addresses. 
Through this system of education 
. it is hoped to have the employees 


fully advised of the dangers of the 
craft and of the means of precaution 
to be employed to avoid such dan- 
gers. It is stated that in practically 
all the large foundries and steel 
mills in Wisconsin serious accidents 
have been reduced twenty-five to 
seventy-five per cent during the last 
four years. While mechanical de- 
vices have had some part in this me- 
thod of economy it is the expressed 
belief of the commission and of em- 
ployers that cooperation on the part 
of the men themselves has been the 
most potent factor, and it is upon 
that basis that this campaign has 
been launched.

Two douhletrees of ordinary length,

The prohibition Imposed by the 


French government upoa hunting has 
caused wild animals and birds to mul- 
tiply so rapidly during this summer 
that crops In the fields and in orchards 
ind gardens In various forest region* 
hare been ravaged. The menace has 
become so serious that the govern- 
ment authorities are now killing rab- 
bits, hares, pheasants and other ani- 
mals and birds which hare fed open 
the growing crops. The killing Is dona 
on specified days by those in the com- 
munes who hare proper authorization. 
The huntsmen act collectiTely, no Indl- 
rldual sportsman being allowed to go 
out for game. Guns are not used In 
the work except under the superrlslon 
of gendarmes, and then only when oth- 
er means of disposing of the game. 
such as traps and ferrets, are not avail- 
able. Wherever possible, the game Is 
taken allve^ and transferred to other 
parts' ot the country for restocking 
purposes;
